Top marks 
for school 
thanks to 
new rating 

A WEST Bromwich primary 
school is no longer in special 
measures after a good rating 
from inspectors. 

Eaton Valley was told in 
March 2011 it was strug¬ 
gling and must improve. 

Ofsted inspectors rated it 
inadequate and put it in 
special measures. 

In just 18 months it has 
turned itself around to be 
praised for teaching, well 
behaved pupils and strong 
leadership. 

Inspectors visited the 
Dagger Lane school on Sep¬ 
tember 25 and 26, sawl8 
lessons, held meetings with 
staff and pupils and recievd 
feedback from parents. 

Inspector Roy Bowers 
reported that since the last 
inspection pupils progress 
had accelerated rapidly. 

He said: “Pupils now 
achieve well throughout the 
school and many make out¬ 
standing progress.” 

Mr Bowers found teaching 
had improved and most was 
consistently good while 
some was outstanding. 

Attendance had risen sig¬ 
nificantly and was now 
average, pupils felt safe and 
behaved well. Youngsters 
from all backgrounds work 
and play happily together. 

“All leaders, including the 
governing body have been 
relentless in their drive for 
improvement,” he added. 

Sandwell Council educa¬ 
tion boss Councillor Bob 
Badham said: “Obviously we 
are very pleased.” 

Borough fall 
in burglaries 

CRIME in Sandwell has 
plummeted over the past 
year, with big falls in house 
burglaries, robbery and 
vehicle crime, according to 
official figures. 

West Midlands Police 
recorded a 13 per cent drop 
in overall crime with 
recorded crime in Sandwell 
was down by 15 per cent, 
house burglaries 23 per cent 
and vehicle crime down nine 
per cent. Robbery also 
dropped by 31 per cent. 

West Midlands Deputy 
Chief Constable Dave 
Thompson said the overall 
figures were encouraging. 


Shock as tests discover faulty electric blankets 


ONE-IN-FIVE electric blankets 
tested by Sandwell trading stan¬ 
dards officers were found to be 
defective and potentially deadly. 

Of the 251 tested in just a five- 
day survey, 48 were found to be 
dangerous - 19 per cent. 

The faulty products were 
destroyed and the owners given 
new free replacements. Testing 
was also carried out for free by the 


council’s trading standards 
department in a bid to drive down 
the numbers of house fires. Dan¬ 
gerous blankets are a major cause 
of home blazes every year. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
borough’s neighbourhood’s chief, 
said the frequency of faulty prod¬ 
ucts should warn people not to use 
blankets unless they were certain 
they were safe. He said: “Many 


people do not consider the poten¬ 
tial dangers of using an electric 
blanket, especially an old or 
damaged one. 

“It is frightening to think that 
19 per cent of the blankets tested 
this year were found to be danger¬ 
ous and I am glad that Sandwell 
Council trading standards were 
able to stop a potential accident 
from happening. As a result, 48 


otentially lethal blankets have 
een removed from use and a 
further 203 Sandwell residents 
have been reassured that their 
electric blankets are safe for use 
over the coming winter.” 

Of fires put down to electric 
blankets, nearly all - 97 per cent - 
were caused by products which 
were more than 10 years old. 

The percentage of failures was 


up on last year when 15 per cent 
were faulty. The high number of 
problems has highlighted many 
residents may still be living with 
potentially lethal appliances. 

The survey was carried out this 
month in partnership with the 
Electrical Safety Council, chari¬ 
ties Age UK Sandwell and Ideal 
for All and West Midlands Fire 
Service. 


FAKES SEIZED IN 
FIGHT ON CRIME

FAKE designer clothes, alcohol, drugs and waste have all 
been cleared from the streets of Sandwell in the first week 
of a six-week crackdown on crime. 

Designer goods worth up to £2 million were seized by police and 
trading standards officers during a raid on an industrial unit. 


Two trucks were needed to take away the 
massive haul from the unit in Oldbury, fol¬ 
lowing the operation which was carried out 
as part of Sandwell’s Safer 6 campaign. 

Police officers found counterfeit fashions 
in a white van stopped, in West Bromwich, 
along with keys to the unit. 

They and trading standards staff discov¬ 
ered them following a search. 

Brands including Nike, Adidas, Lacoste, 
Ralph Lauren, Timberland, Superdry and 
Hackett were among the fakes discovered. 

Sandwell Council neighbourhoods boss 
Councillor Ian Jones, said: “This is an excel¬ 
lent result during the first week of the Safer 
6 campaign.” 

Major 

He added: “Fake goods are often sub-stan¬ 
dard and they deprive lawful businesses and 
traders of income. This is a massive haul of 
fake clothes that we have managed to take 
out of the market.” 

Trading standards manager Bob Charn¬ 
ley said: “This is a major haul and demon¬ 
strates the size of the illegal counterfeiting 
operations that exist and by implication the 
large amount of money that can be made. We 
will not tolerate activity of this nature.” 

Superintendent Bas Javid, from Sandwell 
Police, added: “This is a great result from 
the start of the Safer 6 campaign.” 

The Safer 6 campaign involves the police, 
council and other partners working 
together to tackle crime and anti-social 
behaviour and provide reassurance as the

nights draw in and during the bonfire and 
fireworks season.Three men arrested fol¬ 
lowing the raid on Monday of last week last 
have been bailed pending further inquiries. 

The borough launched the Safer 6 cam¬ 
paign last week. The annual campaign sees 
partners including the police, council and 
fire service team up to make the area safer. 

And in just one week amore than 1.5 tons 
of waste was cleared by offenders carrying 
out Community Payback, while 283 security 
checks were performed on empty homes. 

Police took six vehicles off the road that 
were being used without insurance or in an 
anti-social manner and also made eight 
drugs seizures and arrested eight people. 

Two of the drug seizures involved about 
200 wraps of Class A or B drugs and about 
£3,000 was also seized in evidence. 

Police also seized red diesel in a joint oper¬ 
ation with HM Revenue and Customs. 

The fire service carried out 45 home 
safety checks, including fitting smoke 
alarms. Council wardens and police seized 
alcohol from 10 nuisance drinkers. 

Trading standards seized £40,000 worth 
of fake clothes from a business in Great Barr 
and visited 40 shops to check for counterfeit 
booze, finding more than 30 bottles of sus¬ 
pected illegal alcohol. 

Trading standards and police carried out 
alcohol test purchases at seven shops, with 
one selling to the underage volunteer. 


Bearing 
cost for 
carrying 
the flame 

SANDWELL Council paid 
the Olympics Games organ¬ 
isers nearly £3,000 to buy 
torches for bearers of the 
iconic flames, it has 
emerged. 

The goodwill gesture was 
taken up by 12 people, all of 
whom were borough resi¬ 
dents, and saw the authority 
pay the London Organising 
Committee of the Olympic 
Games £2,904. 

It meant the torchbearers 
were able to keep the torch 
and torch stands as sou¬ 
venirs of their once-in-a-life- 
time moment, taking the 
flame on its tour of the 
country this summer. 

Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said: “This 
was as a gesture of goodwill 
because of their inspira¬ 
tional achievements and the 
way they were representing 
the borough. 

“We didn’t feel it was right 
they should have to buy 
their own torch when many 
of them were overcoming 
challenges of their own or 
giving up their free time to 
help others through charity 
work or volunteering. 

“It shows just how 
genuine these Sandwell res¬ 
idents are that so many of 
them have given up their 
own time to go into local 
schools and attend commu¬ 
nity events with their 
torches, sharing their expe¬ 
riences and keeping the 
Olympic spirit going in the 
borough long after the torch 
passed through in June.” 

Expressway 
set to open 

THE £25 million A41 
Expressway underpass in 
West Bromwich will open to 
traffic on November 5 
subject to no adverse 
weather conditions delaying 
the final work on the conges¬ 
tion-busting scheme. 

It is being carried out as 
part of the regeneration of 
the town centre. 

A £11 million leisure 
centre in the town have been 
unanimously approved by 
Sandwell planners. It will be 
on the corner of Moor Street 
and Barton Street and will 
include a sports hall and , a 
25 metre swimming pool.

WORKERS at The Public took an 
average eight days off sick each in a 
year, down from 13 the year before 

Average absence figures for the 
West Bromwich gallery’s 37 staff 
were revealed in the annual 
accounts of Sandwell Arts Trust, 
which runs the £72 million land¬ 
mark in New Street. 

Each worker took an average 7.72 
days off in the year up to April. This 


compares with 13.05 days in the pre¬ 
vious year. 

In the private sector the average 
per worker is around six-and-a-half 
sick days a year, while across coun¬ 
cils the average is around 8.6 days. 

Managing director Linda Saun¬ 
ders said the 2010/11 figures were 
swollen by manual handling issues, 
or staff injuring themselves while 
lifting items in the wrong way. She 


said health and safety training was 
now more commonplace and had led 
to improvements. 

Mrs Saunders said: “We manage 
sickness really well. We have a 
process where if people take a lot of 
sick days, there are triggers. 

“Then we hold interviews and 
follow it through. We don’t want 
people being ill and being off sick. 
We are however pleased to see it 


coming down. Like in any business, 
we want people to be in work if they 
are well.” 

In the year to April, the gallery’s 
visitor figures jumped to 263,591 
from 157,601 the year before. 

The accounts confirmed confer¬ 
encing has become the gallery’s 
main source of income - bringing in 
£171,983, not far off the £174,893 12 
months before. 


Shisha cafe plan turned 
down over health fears 


A PROPOSAL to open a shisha cafe at a 
former takeaway in West Bromwich has been 
refused by planning chiefs because of public 
health concerns. 

Mohammed Fhazad of Tividale had submitted an appli¬ 
cation for the scheme to bring back to life the empty Fried 
Chicken shop, in Duchess Parade. 

A shisha cafe would have seen customers smoking 
tobacco from a shared pipe in a smoking shelter. 

But Sandwell’s planning 
committee rejected plans for 
the scheme. 

Officers had recom¬ 
mended refusal on the 
grounds that it could con¬ 
tribute to crime and damage 
public health. 

Mr Fhazad who had a 55- 
signature petition of 
support, wanted to create a 
coffee shop with storage on 
the first floor. 

In a letter to planners 
Sandwell Primary Care 
Trust said that with shisha 
smoking the volume of 
smoke inhaled in an hour 
was equivalent to between 
100 to 200 cigarettes, posing 
a risk to non-smokers, as 
well as smokers. 

Councillor Liam Preece 
told colleagues it felt wrong 
to refuse on health grounds. 

However, Councillor 
Roger Horton said: “This is 
the High Street of West 
Bromwich, it is where the 
open market is and for me it 
would put young kids in 
danger.” 


Cuts for 
police are 
defended 


COST-CUTTING measures 
at West Midlands Police 
would have been imple¬ 
mented even without reduc¬ 
tions to its budgets, one of 
the force’s most senior offi¬ 
cers has said. 

The force has to save £126 
million by 2015 because of 
Government cuts. 

Chiefs set about saving 
the money with a Priority 
Based Budget scheme in 
which managers looked rig¬ 
orously at their depart¬ 
ments to find savings. 

In the first phase, £25m 
was saved. A further £16m 
will be saved in 2013/14 and 
another £7m the following 
year. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
Dave Thompson said the 
process had had a significant 
effect on the force. 

“The impact it has had on 
service delivery is such that 
even if we did not have to 
make savings we would still 
be implementing PBB for 
the benefits it has brought. 

“It has challenged the way 
we consider and resource 
the services we deliver and 
has brought a greater degree 
of insight and understand¬ 
ing of our productivity” 


Decision on old 
pub is deferred 

A DECISION on plans to 
turn a former pub into a 
restaurant, takeaway and 
apartments was deferred. 

Developers want to 
revamp the former New 
Talbot on Hagley Road, 
Smethwick. 

The application was due 
to be considered by planners 
last week, but the decision 
was deferred. The applica¬ 
tion will be considered at the 
committee’s next meeting.

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Kidnap 
man, 30, 
jailed for 
21 months 

A MAN who kidnapped his 
father-in-law to try to force 
him into revealing where his 
estranged wife and children 
were, was jailed for 21 
months. Andeel Ali bundled 
Mohammed Aslam into his 
car. 

The victim was threat¬ 
ened with violence and told 
he would be deported if he 
did not give Ali the informa¬ 
tion he was looking for. 

Mr Aslam was kidnapped 
while walking in Roseland 
Road, Smethwick, near his 
home, last July, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard. 

The hearing last week was 
told the victim was bundled 
into the car and threatened. 

Mr Aslam, who has been 
in the country illegally since 
2002, was also driven to 
three police stations and to a 
UK Border Agency building 
by Ali, who threatened to 
tell the authorities he was a 
terrorist and would have 
him deported. 

But 30-year-old Ali, of 
Ellesmere Road, Alum Rock, 
Birmingham, was arrested 
and found guilty of kidnap. 

Defence barrister Henry 
Spooner said his client 
“hatched a bizarre plot” to 
solve the problems in his 
life. He said Ali had blamed 
his father-in-law for his 
marriage troubles. 

MR backs 
change to 
boundary 

A BLACK Country MP has 
praised revisions to pro¬ 
posed new boundaries for 
Parliamentary constituen¬ 
cies. 

Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis had been set to be 
abolished with part of the 
constituency going into 
Stourbridge. 

But under new plans 
revealed last week the seat 
will be kept as it is. 

It follows campaigns last 
year after the publication of 
a new political map in 
Primer Mnister David 
Cameron’s plan to cut the 
number of MPs by 50. 

James Morris, MP for 
Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis, said: “I am pleased 
that the Boundary Commis¬ 
sion has listened to the 
strong message, from right 
across the local community 
and all political parties, that 
Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis should be retained.” 


Pub in top 10 of historic buildings at risk 


A LANDMARK pub which was famed for its 
underground steak restaurant has been 
named as one of the most endangered build¬ 
ings in England and Wales. 

The Waterloo Hotel in Smethwick has 
been included in the top 10 of the list com¬ 
piled by the Victorian Society. 

The pub, which marked 100 years in 2008 
and closed in 2010, is to go under the 
hammer at an auction later this month. 

Across the country historians, enthusiasts 
and local campaigners suggested Victorian 
or Edwardian buildings in their local area for 
the at-risk list. The importance of The 


Waterloo was recognised by English Her¬ 
itage in 1999 when it upgraded the pub to 
Grade II* listed status. 

However, it has fallen into decline in 
recent years and has been a victim of lead 
thefts. 

Future 

Chris Costelloe, director of the Victorian 
Society, said: “The Waterloo needs protec¬ 
tion from weather, thieves and vandals. Such 
a memorable relic of Edwardian England 
deserves this at the very least. 

Looking into the future, it also needs a 


plan that retains its use as one of the most 
stunning pubs in the West Midlands.” 

Other buildings on the at-risk list include 
Ipswich’s blighted and vandalised former 
County Hall, a rare and very early Victorian 
station in Derbyshire and an ornate Victo¬ 
rian dock pumphouse on Merseyside. 

The Waterloo Hotel site was once a 
favourite haunt of the region’s business 
leaders. It will be offered for auction at Villa 
Park on October 31 with a guide price of just 
£50,000. The building, in Shireland Road, 
Cape Hill, is also on English Heritage’s His¬ 
toric Buildings at Risk register.

SUSPECTED drugs believed to be worth hun¬ 
dreds of pounds have been found wedged in 
a wall in Wednesbury, prompting fears for the 
safety of children and calls for increased 
police patrols. 

The stash was found by Councillor Elaine Costigan in Vic¬ 
arage Road after she went to investigate reports of drug 
dealing in the area. The road is close to a number of schools 
and nurseries, including Stuart Bathurst Catholic High 
School as well as Brunswick Park where youngsters regu¬ 
larly play. 

Police have seized the 
package and confirmed they 
are investigating. 

“When I saw it I could not 
believe my eyes,” said 
Wednesbury Councillor 
Costigan. “I was shocked. It 
was just scary. 

“My main concern is for 
the residents in the area. 

“Those drugs could have 
been pulled out by anyone. 

There are schools close by. It 
could have been pulled out 
by a child.” 

Councillor Costigan visit¬ 
ed the road last Friday after 
residents reported concerns 
about people drug dealing 
there. 

The drugs were inside a 
black plastic bag, about 2ins 
wide, that had been stuffed 
in a gap in a brick wall. 

She wants police to step 
up patrols in the hope it will 
nullify any problems. 

“I think it would make a 
difference,” she said. 

“The police need to show 
residents they are taking it 
seriously.”

A reader asks, will the players be 
expected to go out on the pitch and give 1,471 per 
cent? 

I TAKE voting seriously. I cannot see a polling booth 
without thinking of the beaches of Normandy or the bat¬ 
tlefields of the Somme.

IN THE 40 years that Jimmy Savile was abusing a 
string of boys, girls, hospital patients and prison 
inmates while the authorities looked the other way, 
how many thousands of decent British citizens went 
through the costly, intrusive and utterly time-wasting 
business of passing a Criminal Records Bureau 
check? 

WHY didn’t more victims report being molested by 
Savile? The scandal reminds me of an interview I did 
some years ago with a woman who had worked with the 
stars. She told me of her career in the 1950s as a nanny 
in a succession of wealthy homes. One of her bosses was 
a famous comedian. She described, almost matter-of- 
factly, how he once entered the bathroom, dragged her 
out of the bath by her ankles and raped her. She did not 
go to the police. He was a rich, famous and hugely 
popular celebrity. She was just the nanny. She knew how 
the system worked. It is hard to imagine, only a few 
decades ago, the utter helplessness felt by victims of 
sexual abuse. Jimmy Savile understood it perfectly.

Kick-attack student escapes going to jail 


A STUDENT who carried out a 
violent attack outside Halesowen 
College has avoided an immediate 
custodial sentence “by the skin of 
his teeth”. 

Sean Smith repeatedly punched 
and then kicked Tyler Kimberley, 
who had become involved in a 
heated argument with Smith’s 
friend Lucy Dale the previous day. 

Smith, aged 20, who has since 
been suspended from the college, 


was given 52 weeks’ detention in a 
young offenders’ institution, sus¬ 
pended for two years with 200 hours 
unpaid community work and told to 
stick to a curfew from 7pm to 7am. 

Judge Martin Walsh said at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court 
Smith’s early guilty plea to inflicting 
grievous bodily harm helped him 
avoid jail. He added: “You inflicted 
violence upon him, kicking him 
when he was on the ground. You 


have escaped going to custody by the 
skin of your teeth.” 

Mrs Alka Brigue, prosecuting, 
said Mr Kimberley had an argument 
with his girlfriend Lucy Dale, during 
which she scratched him and he 
pushed her. The following day, July 
11, Smith approached himoutside 
the college and pushed into an alley. 

Mrs Brigue added: “Sean Smith 
was saying ‘stay away from her, if 
you ever touch her again I’ll kill 


you’. Without any warning the com¬ 
plainant was hit in the face more 
than once and then kicked twice to 
the head while on the floor.” 

Mr Kimberley suffered a broken 
jaw and cuts to his cheek. 

Mr Andrew Wallace, defending 
Smith, of Rowley Village, Rowley 
Regis, said his client insisted he 
kicked Mr Kimberley in the 
stomach. The attack was entirely 
out of character.” 


Cameras idea to keep 
station lifts working 


STAFF cuts mean train operator London 
Midland will have to install CCTV cameras to 
keep lifts in railway stations up and running 
for elderly and disabled people. 

The company, which runs lines between Kidderminster 
and Stratford-on-Avon and between Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham, has won approval from the Department for 
Transport to introduce reductions in staffing levels and 
ticket office opening hours 
for 86 stations. Many are in 
the West Midlands, includ¬ 
ing Stourbridge and 
Sandwell. 

Because of staff cuts, lifts 
need to be turned off by the 
last worker leaving the 
building for safety reasons. 

That causes problems for 
passengers wanting to use 
the three-levelled Smeth¬ 
wick Galton Bridge for 
example, when the station is 
not manned. Staffing hours 
are being reduced there 
from 6.09am to 11.37pm, 
down to 6.15am-lpm, 
Monday to Friday. 

London Midland has con¬ 
firmed it is in talks to install 
CCTV cameras so workers 
elsewhere can monitor the 
lifts in case of problems. 
They could be kept open 
despite the lack of staff. 

Problems 

Passengers would operate 
the lifts, but camera opera¬ 
tors would watch for prob¬ 
lems or emergencies. 

Richard Brooks, commer¬ 
cial director at London 
Midland, said: “As the lifts 
are owned by Network Rail 
we are discussing with them 
the best way to achieve 
this.” 

Smethwick councillor 
Roger Horton, the lead 
member for rail on the 
region’s transport authority 
Centro, said: “You’ve got to 
ask what is the back-up. If it 
breaks down, where are the 
people to put it right? You 
could be stuck in there for 
hours.” 

Centro opposed the staff 
cuts. They were approved 
last month.

Appeal court victory for sacked teacher 


A TEACHER battling to clear her 
name after being sacked for 
allegedly simulating a sex act in 
front of a class, has won a vital 
Appeal Court victory. 

Top judge, Lord Justice Elias, 
ruled there was evidence that 
science teacher Patricia Isabella 
Davies, from Wolverhampton, may 
be the innocent victim of a “conspir¬ 
acy” by pupils. 

Miss Davies was the assistant 
head of science at Willingsworth 
High School, Tipton, in October 


2004 when pupils claimed she simu¬ 
lated male masturbation, using a 
broom as a prop, while teaching 
them about the production of static 
electricity by friction. 

Miss Davies, in her 50s, was given 
a final warning in 2005 after a 
number of statements were 
received from pupils who said they 
witnessed her demonstration. 

She was dismissed by Sandwell 
Council in 2006 for alleged miscon¬ 
duct but has been trying ever since 
to prove that her sacking was 


unfair. Lord Justice Elias, has now 
granted her permission to argue her 
case at the Court of Appeal after 
hearing there is evidence of “a pos¬ 
sible conspiracy between the chil¬ 
dren” or that the allegation was an 
unreliable part of schoolyard “folk 
history”. 

Although Miss Davies’ unfair dis¬ 
missal claim was rejected by an 
employment tribunal, which said 
the warning had been issued in good 
faith, her representative, Ivan 
Yates, said there is powerful mate¬ 


rial contradicting the children’s 
story. 

That included records showing 
she had in fact been teaching 
Hooke’s Law of Elasticity on the 
day, and registers showing two of 
the pupils who made statements 
were absent at the time. 

Lord Justice Elias said there was 
a “possibility that there may have 
been some sort of conspiracy by the 
pupils to fabricate the incident”. 
The case will now go ahead for a full 
Appeal Court hearing.

Objections to parking ban 
idea force delay on decision 


STREETS in Sandwell will be 
visited by a leading councillor 
before a decision is made on 
proposals to impose parking 
restrictions on them. 

The borough’s neighbourhoods chief, 
Councillor Ian Jones, has been asked to 
approve a proposal to introduce new 
parking restrictions. 

But residents have objected to some, 
claiming they will lead to loss of 
parking spaces. 

Councillor Jones will now visit the 
proposed locations before making a 
decision. 

Objections are to double yellow lines 
at Monckton Road and Aspley Road 
and Broadway and Bleakhouse Road in 
Oldbury. 

A report to Councillor Jones states 
that a petition containing 94 signa¬ 
tures has been received by the council 
objecting to the proposed parking 
restrictions in Broadway and Bleak- 
house Road. 

The objectors claim the proposals 
would have a dramatic impact on the 
library customers. 

Junction 

The restrictions are proposed to stop 
obstructive parking near the school 
gates and to improve road safety at the 
junction of Bleakhouse Road and 
Broadway. 

An objection has also been received 
to proposed restrictions at the junction 
of Monckton Road and Aspley Road. 

The objector claims the restrictions 
would result in a loss of on-street 
parking, and has asked for the lines to 
be reduced. 

However, officers say the lines are 
intended to protect the junction and 
keep it clear of parked vehicles. 

Reducing the lines further would not 
improve safety at the junction, they 
argue. 

Councillor Jones said: “Objections 
have been raised at specific sites where 
there were objections to the proposals. 

“I will go and have a look and a 
report will come back to my next 
meeting and I will make a decision 
then.”

Overnight metal thieves 
target manhole covers 

METAL thieves swooped on a 
Rowley Regis street, removing 
seven drain hole covers in one 
night. 

Shocked residents in Bluestone Walk 
woke to discover holes in the road, where 
the iron covers had been removed. 

Sandwell Councillor Chris Tranter, who 
lives nearby, received phone calls from 
worried residents yesterday who were con¬ 
cerned that an unsuspecting pedestrian 
could fall down one of the holes. 

He said: “It is absolutely disgraceful that 
someone would do this. I am very concerned 
that someone could fall down one of the 
drains. 

“It is a real safety issue. There are a lot of 
elderly people in the area and it is a worry.” 

He added: “It looks like they have 
removed the covers that hadn’t got cars 
parked on them. 

“As I understand it, the thieves have gone 
round in a truck with a mattress on the 
back, and removed the covers and thrown 
them on the truck, and the mattress has 
blocked out the sound. Unfortunately it is 
an increasing problem.” 

Taxpayers 

Sandwell Council engineers have now 
been out to the road, and covered the drains 
with wooden boards. 

The theft of drain covers has been an 
increasing problem in streets around 
Staffordshire and the Black Country, with 
taxpayers left to foot the bill. Authorities 
can be forced to spend between £150 and 
£500 on replacing the iron plates. 

Sandwell and Dudley councils announced 
earlier this year that they would team up to 
stamp out the thefts, and bring in plastic 
covers as a preventative measure. 

Sandwell has 30,000 drain covers and has 
been one of the worst hit boroughs in the 
region. The move to replace the metal 
covers with plastic ones is expected to cost 
Councillor Chris Tranter - described the thefts as a disgrace £239,000.

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Cosmetic products fail 
to pass tests for safety

ALMOST three-quarters of cos¬ 
metic products tested by trading 
standards officers in Sandwell 
failed to comply with the law. 

An investigation into the safety and com¬ 
pliance of imported ethnic cosmetic prod¬ 
ucts found 73 per cent failed to comply with 
the Cosmetic Products (Safety) Regula¬ 
tions. 

Fifteen cosmetic samples were taken and 
submitted to a laboratory for analysis. Of 
those, 11 breached the regulations. 

In one case an exfoliating soap claimed to 
be ‘enriched with apricot extracts and vita¬ 
mins’ but when it was tested no vitamins 
were found in the product. 

A bottle of nail varnish containing the 
chemical toluene, which could cause irrita¬ 
tion, dizziness, headaches or nausea if 
inhaled, was missing the required safety 
warning ‘To be used by adults only’. 

Assume 

Borough safety boss, Councillor Ian Jones 
said: “Research has shown that the average 
consumer uses around 10 cosmetic or per¬ 
sonal care products each day. 

“Consumers are entitled to assume that 
every cosmetic product is safe, contain what 
they say they do and meet any specific 
claims they make. 

“I am pleased to say that trading stan¬ 
dards are ensuring that cosmetic products 
sold in Sandwell are safe.” 

Other products were found to have no 
batch code or traceable manufacturer 
details and another making medical claims 
was not licensed by the Medicines and 
Healthcare Products Regulatory Agency. 

Bob Charnley, trading standards 
manager, added: “Businesses are co-operat¬ 
ing with our investigations and the offend¬ 
ing items have all been voluntarily removed 
from sale. 

“Retailers of cosmetic products must 
ensure they buy from reputable wholesalers 
and importers.”

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Residents want action 
to clear eyesore land 


FED-UP residents in West 
Bromwich are calling for 
action to be taken to clear up 
an eyesore area of land that is 
blighting their homes. 

The land, which is on St Clements 
Lane, belongs to the developers who 
built the adjacent maisonettes, but has 
been left to become overgrown. 

Residents have been writing to both 
Chorley Developments Ltd who own 
the land and Sandwell Council for 
years asking them to clean it up, but so 
far, they say, nothing has been done. 

John Evans, aged 87, who has lived 
next to the land for the last 20 years 
said he was fed up. 

The great-grandfather of two said: 
“We have had problems with people 
dumping rubbish on there, and have 
even had environmental health down, 
when it was overrun with rats, but still 
nothing has been done. 

Difficult 

“I actually had a letter from the 
council’s planning department in the 
past stating it is a valuable wildlife 
area, but that is simply not right.” 

He has also written to West 
Bromwich MP Tom Watson on numer¬ 
ous occasions about the problem, and 
the MP has contacted the council on 
his behalf. 

Mr Evans said the overgrown trees 
blocked light to his home, and made 
his doorway dark. 

He has also had problems with his 
boiler, because the leaves from the 
trees keep blocking a vent. 

He said: “We are all elderly in this 
area, and being older makes it difficult 
for us to keep fighting for this. 

“We have been paying our taxes for 
decades, and deserve better.”

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Pub in murder 
inquiry reopens 

A GREAT Bridge pub at the centre of a 
murder probe has reopened. The Lounge, 
Market Place, closed after a man died at the 
venue on Tuesday of last week. 

The victim, named locally as Kevin 
Hadley, 30, of Slater Street, Great Bridge, 
was found with serious head injuries by 
police and medical staff at around 10.55pm. 

A 52-year-old man who was found with 
minor injuries at the scene is believed to be 
Kevin Hadley’s father, also called Kevin. He 
has since been discharged from hospital. 

Three men have so far been arrested in 
connection with the death - two on suspi¬ 
cion of murder and one on suspicion of 
assault. All three have been bailed. 

Police spokeswoman Gina Lycett said: 
“There are further tests that need to be 
carried out before an inquest can be opened. 

“It is likely to be some time before this.” 


Memorial garden planned for 
site of unused eyesore chapel 


A DERELICT chapel in Wednesbury 
which has been unused for decades 
will be pulled down to make way for a 
memorial garden if plans are 
approved by council chiefs. 

Fallings Heath Chapel, which sits in the centre 
of Wednesbury cemetery, was closed around 20 
years ago and has been left to wrack and ruin. 

Sandwell Council’s bereavement service has 
applied to planning chiefs to flatten the building 
in a bid to make space for a memorial garden. 

The two-storey brick building which has 


stained-glass windows has become a target for 
vandals, arsonists and drug dealers. 

The windows have been smashed, graffiti 
covers the walls and it has a severe pigeon infes¬ 
tation, and residents have been calling for action 
to be taken. The council hopes to begin demoli¬ 
tion work on November 12 and have it completed 
by the end of the month. 

In a report to council chiefs, Mark Satchwell 
from bereavement services states that alterna¬ 
tive uses for the chapel have been explored, but 
it is thought an area of open space would be more 
appropriate. 

Wednesbury Councillor Elaine Costigan wel¬ 


comed the plan, and said it had been a blight on 
the Beebee Road cemetery for too long. 

She said: “It is just horrendous, and has not 
been used for a very long time. I think all the res¬ 
idents will be very happy to see it go. It is covered 
in graffiti and has barbed wire all over it.” 

She added: “It is something that I have been 
talking to the officers about for a long time, and 
we just have to keep our fingers crossed that it 
gets approved by the planning department. I 
know the plan is to make the area into a memo¬ 
rial garden. An area of open space, with maybe a 
couple of benches. It will be a place where people 
can go and reflect.” 


Chief into finals

Book's thread weaves through 
the history of carpet industry 


LONG-lost factories which domi¬ 
nated Kidderminster at the height of 
its carpet-making industry are cele¬ 
brated in a new book written to tie-in 
with the opening of the town’s new 
museum. 

Former carpet worker-turned historian 
Melvyn Thompson has spent five years 
putting the volume together, in order to create 
a “virtual walk” around some of the town’s 
best-known sites. 

The book, called Mills and Tall Chimneys of 
Kidderminster 1850s to 2010, will go on 
general sale at Kidderminster Carpet Museum 
when the attraction opens on Saturday. 

It has been written to complement the 
exhibits at the museum and more than 300 
advance copies of the book have already been 
sold privately. Mr Thompson has been heavily

involved in setting up the museum, which is 
based at the former Stourvale Mill, Green 
Street. The history of the site is one of those 
detailed in the volume along with other facto¬ 
ries, some of which have now been lost. 

The mill, which is now owned by supermar¬ 
ket giant Morrisons and leased to the Carpet 
Museum Trust, was once owned by the Wood¬ 
ward Grosvenor firm. 

Volumes 

Among the lost factories featured in the 
volume includes the old Brintons factory, in 
Castle Road, which is now the site of a Tesco 
supermarket. 

The factory, once the historic firm’s main 
base of operations, once employed around 
2,000 workers from the town. 


Demolition of the large building started in 
2000 which included work to divert the River 
Stour to accommodate the new supermarket. 

All that remains of the site is the offices, in 
Exchange Street, which were built in 1876. 
The firm has only recently vacated this build¬ 
ing. 

Another well-known building was the 
former Carpet Trades (Gilt Edge) site where 
the Crossley Retail Park is now located. A 
modern frontage to the site was built in 1962 
and again the site employed around 2,000 
people. 

The new building only lasted just over 30 
years and was taken down in 1993. There is 
now no sign of the once impressive factory left 
in place. 

Another site lost to history is the T&A 
Naylor building, in Green Street, which is now 
the site of a large B&Q store.

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Albion charity Hants to start 
school for troubled children 


WEST Bromwich Albion’s charity 
will apply to set up a free school to 
cater for children unable to be 
educated in mainstream schools. 

The Albion Foundation, which already 
offers education to children and teenagers 
who have behavioural problems, poor school 
attendance, those in care and those with dis¬ 
abilities, hopes to set up a free school which 
will cater for 80 aged four to 16. 

The school is funded by the taxpayer and is 
free to attend but not controlled by the local 
authority. 

The foundation is based at the former 
Galton Valley Museum, Brasshouse Lane, 


while £2.5 million development work is 
undertaken at its former Halfords Lane site. 

The charity hopes to submit the applica¬ 
tion in December and if approved it will 
opened in September 2014. 

Foundation director Rob Lake said the aim 
of the free school was to build on what they 
already do at the foundation and provide 
alternative education to young people that 
would benefit from a different environment 
to school. 

Security 

As well as offering academic lessons, they 
give the youngsters vocational opportunities 
and the pastoral care and support they need. 

By becoming a free school, it will have a 


more secure funding stream which will not 
only ensure they can cater for the numbers of 
children they want to, but give more security 
to the staff they employ. 

He said: “We have consulted with schools 
from around the region, and we have estab¬ 
lished there is a need for this kind of alterna¬ 
tive provision. 

“The aim of the school is to get children 
back into main stream education. We do not 
envisage taking young children into the 
school for long periods of time.” 

He added: “We will not be setting up this 
school in competition with anyone else, it’s 
aim is to complement other schools, and we 
will work with them.”

Derelict hall could return to life 


THIS is how the derelict Great Barr 
Hall could look under plans being 
drawn up to restore it. 

It could become a boutique hotel, wedding con¬ 
ference centre or restaurant after a question¬ 
naire completed by hundreds of people showed 
that around 70 per cent wanted to see the hall 
restored rather than demolished and replaced. 

The Great Barr Hall owner, revealed this week 
as BCG Lakes, has taken that on board. 

A spokesperson said: “On behalf of the owners, 
I would like to thank everyone who completed the 
questionnaire and submitted responses to Lap- 
worth Architects website. 

“It’s been a very positive exercise and has given 
us a real insight to what local people think about 
Great Barr Hall and the ideas they have for its 
future. “We’ve taken all the responses, comments 
and views on board.” 

More than 4,000 leaflets have now been drawn 
up and will be sent out in the surrounding areas 
to inform residents of the questionnaire results.

Two public meetings will be held next month to 
further outline the plans before they are submit¬ 
ted for planning permission. 

Questionnaires revealed more than 75 per cent 
of people rejected the idea of demolishing the hall 
and replacing it with a modern glass building. 

Instead, the majority said they wanted to see 
the existing elevations, which are structurally 
safe, kept and used as the basis for its restoration. 

They also wanted to see the hall’s trees pro¬ 


tected and new ones planted. Great Barr Hall has 
stood empty since 1978 but was once known as a 
meeting place of the Lunar Society. Included in 
the 30-point masterplan for its future is looking 
at initial options for Great Barr Hall as a commer¬ 
cial enterprise with a boutique hotel, wedding 
centre and restaurant. It also sets out to restore 
the hall’s pavilion building in the French gardens 
and create a new gatehouse lodge next to the 
gates on Sutton Drive.

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Verdict over 
jobs delayed 

A DECISION on new plans to trans¬ 
form a warehouse in Smethwick into 
a banqueting and community centre 
creating 30 jobs has been deferred.

10-year animal ban for pair 
who kept dog on a balcony 


A COUPLE who kept their dog 
on the balcony of their 
Wednesbury home for up to a 
week at a time have been 
banned from owning animals 
for 10 years. 

Carleen Abraham and Dale Reberir 
were also not feeding Banner the bull 
mastiff properly when the RSPCA paid 
visited. 

The inspectors discovered the dog out 


on the balcony which was covered in 
urine and faeces. The dog was also 
found to be severely underweight. 

It was immediately taken to a vet and 
has since recovered. 

Abraham, aged 25, and Reberir, 24, of 
Coronation Road, appeared at Wolver¬ 
hampton Magistrates’ Court last week. 

They admitted two charges each of 
failing to ensure their pet had a suitable 
diet and was provided with a suitable 
environment. 

Mr Roger Price, prosecuting on 


behalf of the RSPCA, told the court that 
the charity had warned Abraham and 
Reberir about keeping Banner out on 
the balcony in March. 

Two months later RSPCA inspectors 
returned to find him still standing on 
the balcony. 

Mr Price said: “The dog had no 
shelter, nowhere to sit and there was no 
sign of food.” 

Mr Richard Quinn, defending, told 
the court: “These two people do not 
make a habit of getting into trouble. 


“There was no cruelty directed 
towards the dog.” 

The court heard that Reberir had 
taken the dog from a friend who could 
no longer look after it. Mr Quinn added: 
“It would appear the neglect was over a 
very short time period.” 

Abraham was given a six-month 
supervision order, while Reberir was 
handed a 12-month community order 
with 100 hours of unpaid work. 

The defendants were ordered to pay 
court costs of £250 each.

Museum cuts to

THE chairman of the Black 
Country Living Museum 
Trust has defended plans to 
cut up to 70 jobs saying they 
must adapt in the face of 
“prolonged, challenging and 
uncertain” times. 

John Hughes has written 
to a group who want to meet 
trustees to discuss contro¬ 
versial plans. 

In the open letter to the 
group running the website 
Save the BCLM, he said: “A 
critical part of realising this 
potential lies in the museum 
going beyond simply being a 
purveyor of nostalgia, with 
history and the past seen as 
a safe haven in a fast-chang¬ 
ing world, to creating 
engagement with audiences 
where history is not a 
retreat, but a catalyst. 

“And while recognising 
and accepting that achieving 
popularity is very important 
to us and a major validation 
of what we do, it is by no 
means the only outcome we 
aspire to, when promoting 
the unique and powerful 
story of the Black Country. 


“Nevertheless, in com¬ 
mon with many organisa¬ 
tions, in the public and 
private sectors, the museum 
- a self-funded cha-rity - has 
to adapt in the face of pro¬ 
longed, challenging and 
uncertain economic times. 

“This has impacted signif¬ 
icantly on the level of visitor 
attendance and income seen 
at the museum this year, as 
well as resulting in the with¬ 
drawal of local authority 
funding.

“We are very mindful of 
the impact of the proposed 
changes on the lives of our 
staff. Consultations with 
them are ongoing and so far, 
after a period of six weeks, 
have involved 250 individual 
and group consultation 
meetings.”

SHADOW Home Secretary Yvette Cooper 
said police cuts are ‘squeezing’ councils, 
forcing them to take on wider reaching roles 
in the community.

Rural soap has roots 
in the Black country 


EMMERDALE - a tale of 
everyday Yorkshire farming 
folk, was born in the Black 
Country. 

Well sort of. The soap, which cele¬ 
brated its 40th anniversary last week, 
was the brainchild of Kevin Laffan, a 
Black Country lad who honed his craft 
in Bilston after escaping from the 
workhouse in Walsall. 

Originally scheduled to run for just 
17 weeks on Yorkshire television, 
Emmerdale Farm as it was originally 
known is now firmly established as 
one of the “big three” soap operas, reg¬ 
ularly pulling in seven million 
viewers. 

“When is some theatre, amateur or 
professional, going to give Kevin 
Laffan the recognition he deserves in 
his home region?” wrote the Express 
& Star’s theatre critic in 1971. 

Laffan never really got his big break 
in the region where he grew up. But it 
probably didn’t trouble him too much 
when his new drama series, 
Emmerdale Farm, was launched the 
following year. Laffan sought to

emulate the success of the Irish 
farming serial The Riordans, which 
broke new ground as the first major 
drama series to be produced mainly 
outdoors. His new series confounded 
all expectations. 

Initially a regional lunchtime pro¬ 
gramme, scheduled to run for 17 
weeks, its success was so great that by 
the time it was due to return for a 
second series in March 1973, it was 
networked pretty much across the 
whole country. Laffan’s place in televi¬ 
sion history was assured. 

Poverty 

Laffan was born in Reading in 1922, 
but moved to Wednesbury as a child. 
One of 14 children, his early life was 
one of grinding poverty. 

His father was a disabled photogra¬ 
pher from Ireland, and at the age of 12 
the family were sent to the workhouse 
at Walsall. It is said that he only 
avoided being institutionalised by 
jumping off the wagon as it swung 
through the workhouse gates. He took 


refuge in the home of an elderly 
actress, who allowed him to sleep in 
her kitchen and gave him the advice: 
“If you want to be serious, make them 
laugh”. At 14 he got a job as a “call 
boy” - a stagehand who informs actors 
when they are due to appear - at 
Bilston’s Theatre Royal, and he rose 
to become a stage manager, actor and 
director. 

In his teens, he also supplemented 
his acting income by working on a 
farm for six months, which gave him 
insight into farming as a way of life 
when he came to write Emmerdale. 

His first play Zoo Zoo, Widdershin’s 
Zoo, was set in Dudley, but it was 
never performed in the town, despite 
winning the National Union of Stu¬ 
dents’ and Sunday Times Festival. 
The Express & Star bemoaned his lack 
of recognition in the region. 

Laffan left Emmerdale in 1985, 
saying he had become disenchanted 
with the media monster he had 
created, attacking its “sex, sin and 
sensationalism”, and revealed that 
one member of the cast described it as 
“Dallas with Dung”.

Hippodrome campaign 
shows how it could be

Art deco features of the building 
would remain but new glass-fronted, 
entrance doors would be installed. 

The Dudley Hippodrome name 
would also be reintroduced, promi¬ 
nently featured at the top of the Castle 
Hill theatre. 

It has been designed to showcase the 
building, which campaigners believe 
could host touring West End shows 
before an audience of 1,700. 

The Friends of the Hippodrome are 
finalising a costed business plan for the 
future. They are fighting to persuade 
Dudley Council to rethink its decision 
to flatten the building to make way for 
a temporary 120-space car park. 

Friends of Dudley Hippodrome 
chairman Geoff Fitzpatrick says the 
design gives a glimpse of how the 
theatre could be modernised while 
retaining its traditional features. 

“It is a good representation of what 
we want to do to bring the theatre back 
to life,” he said. 

“Of course the final designs and 
business plans are still being worked 
on and nothing has been confirmed yet 


but I do like this design.” A draft busi¬ 
ness plan will be going before Dudley 
Council officials within days ahead of 
another meeting to discuss their views 
on the campaigners’ proposals. 

More than 10,000 people have now 


signed a petition calling for the land¬ 
mark building to be retained. 

Recently, around 60 people attended 
a public meeting at Dudley’s Station 
Hotel to hear an update on the cam¬ 
paign.

The Killers - Battle Born 

MORE synth driven than 
previous albums and not 
quite so instantly appealing, 
the Las Vegas band’s fourth 
studio album does reward 
repeated listens. Battle Born

fair share of anthemic rock 
songs given a smooth pop 
sheen.

I happened to open them up on that 
page. We were Lady Fitz-Frisky, and Miss 
Maevia Mannish but that didn’t really suit 
Matthew.” 

On tour since September 12, she said audi¬ 
ences had so far proved receptive. “We try to 
have a lot of fun with the audience. Most of them 
know what we’re about and there’s a varied age 
range.” 

Laura’s father is a musical theatre actor, her 
great-grandma was a Tiller Girl and her brother 
is also a musician.

Matthew 
kept his cards close to his chest, adding: “It’s a show where 
we remember our last show ever, so that’s the reason for the 
title. We’ll probably take a little bit of time away from 
writing fringe shows.” 

The act has just had its first sitcom commissioned, to 
begin filming for BBC Three in the New Year. The Secret 
Dude Society will follow the three chums living together, at 
work and in love. 

Matthew said: “We know each other more intimately

Marking 
50 years 
of Ford 
Cortina 


Progress, someone clever once said, is 
taking two steps forward and one step back. 
Drive an old car and you’ll agree. 

Drive two old cars, back to back, and you’ll come away 
happily convinced that new is best, but we have to pay for 
progress in more ways than money. 

This year marks the 50th anniversary of the first Ford 
Cortina, a car that went on to sell in millions (more than 


2.8 million, to be precise), 
until production ceased in 
1982. 

For much of that time, 
and in five different ver¬ 
sions, the Cortina was the 
best selling car in Britain. It 
reigned for years as the best 
value family car you could 
buy, mixing interior space 
with a huge boot and 
enough style to make the 
neighbours jealous (unless 
they had a Cortina too). 

But half a century is a 
long time in motoring time. 
Can any car that old, or 
nearly that old, still have 
anything to charm the 
driver of today? 

To find out, Ford dug 
some oldies out of its 
museum and let me have a 
drive. No restrictions on 
route . . . just “here are the 
keys, see you for a cup of tea 
later.” 

Radiator 

First up was a 1974 
Cortina Mklll, glowing 
very 70s green and looking 
every inch a downscaled 
replica of something from 
the other side of the 
Atlantic, with rounded 
rump and radiator grille 
like something from the 
front of a posh radiogram 
(remember those?). 

It cost £1,162 new 
(today’s equivalent today, 
the Ford Mondeo, costs 
from £18,100) and this par¬ 
ticular car is a modest ‘L’ 
model with a less than 
thrilling 1.3 litre engine and 
top speed of 84mph. 

Not fast, then. But there 
are compensations; starting 
with ride comfort that 
today’s cars can only dream 
about, almost like the 
proverbial pillow, in fact. 
And lots of space inside, and 
windscreen pillars that 
don’t blank out approach¬ 
ing vehicles at tricky cross¬ 
roads. 

You wouldn’t want to 
corner fast in this Cortina, 
though; tackling bends 
owes something to sailing - 
start winding on steering 



lock long before the corner 
arrives and pay it out before 
you’re finished. 

Big windows make the 
interior feel nice and airy, 
even if the thin front pillars 
would offer nothing like the 
crashworthiness of today’s 
cars, with their extra metal 
placed where it will help in 
a rollover. 

The little engine worked 
hard, helped by a nicely 
notchy four-speed gearbox, 
but this is a car more com¬ 
fortable at 40mph than 
50mph. 

Not so the next Cortina to 
be tried; older but better. 
This 1968 Cortina Mkll 
cost £810 new and was a 
posh 1600 Super, boasting 
87mph flat out and enough 
charm to make its modern 
equivalent seem just a bit 
dull. 

Pillars 

Like the other Cortina, 
there was the sense of space 
from thin pillars but here 
was a car with enough per¬ 
formance not to disgrace 
itself in modern traffic. 

Yes, it all gets a bit busy at 
60mph but it feels as 
though it will cruise along 
all day, needing the occa¬ 
sional downchange on hills 
but generally serving as an 
agreeable family friend. 

Without power assis¬ 
tance, the steering feels 
locked solid at a standstill 
but eases off from walking 
pace. You have to wind your 
own windows (shocking!) 
and you’ll search in vain for 
air conditioning. 

None of which matters a 
jot. The world’s a lovely 
place at 55mph, sitting on a 
seat more lounge than hip- 
hugger. And the queue 
building up behind will be 
past at the next straight bit 
of road.

SUCH was the disappointment 
served up by the dramatic con¬ 
clusion to this contest, Albion 
fans will be watching for the 
response Steve Clarke coaxes 
from the players who went so 
close to a showcase result. 

Head coach Clarke devised a measured 
and controlled gameplan to counter the 
extraordinary resources of the champions - 
and for all but the last 14 minutes, watched 
his players discharge it perfectly, writes 
Martin Swain. 

But then Albion, stung by an unforeseen 
error from Ben Foster which gave City an 
80th-minute equaliser, caved in and paid for 
it with heartbreak in stoppage time. 

Both City goals came from substitute 
Edin Dzeko but, more significantly, the 
champions concocted this amazing victory 
while playing for 70 minutes with 10 men 
following James Milner’s dismissal. 

Power 

It would be churlish not to take a moment 
to salute them and remind ourselves of just 
what Albion were up against.

What they must 
not do is allow the loss of their perfect home 
start and reminder of their fallibility to 
infect their psychology. 

Clarke can’t promise a result at Newcas¬ 
tle but he will want a performance which 
shows Albion have released whatever poison 
was injected into their season by the sting in 
this game’s tail. 

“We know what we are,” was the message 
on Shane Long’s T-shirt, a nod to a chorus 
from the galleries but also a timely reminder 
to team-mates not to forget just how far they 
have come - and that such a journey is not 
negotiated without boasting some impres¬ 
sive qualities. One of them, Peter 
Odemwingie, will now be the focus of a pop¬ 
ulist call for a full return to duty after his 
impact from the substitutes’ bench. 


Even with Milner’s departure, a hairline 
but correct call by referee Mark Clattenburg 
after the speeding Long had been clipped 
going through on goal, Albion’s challenge 
was always mindful of the threat posed 
byCity players capable of taking out any 
number of opponents with devastating 
bursts. 

Balotelli did just that with the first-half s 
most outrageous moment of individual skill 
and power, forcing a fine stop from Foster. 

Carlos Tevez opened the second half with 
a cross-shot that again tested Foster to his 
limit before Yaya Toure headed over from 
point-blank range. 

But Odemwingie’s arrival for an unlucky 
Graham Dorrans flicked a switch for the 
Baggies. His first impact was a drive inside 
from the left and scuffed shot which became 
a defence-defeating pass Long converted 
past Joe Hart. 


Watching by now from behind the glass in 
the media room, Milner groaned in despair 
and must have suspected this was not to be 
City’s day. But then came the spectacular 
climax. 

A misjudgement from a corner by the oth¬ 
erwise faultless Foster gave Dzeko an 
equaliser 10 minutes from time and Albion, 
annoyed with themselves, twisted when 
perhaps they should have stuck. 

Albion’s final sub Romelu Lukaku nearly 
produced a winner with an overhead kick, 
having gone close from crosses supplied by 
the flying Odemwingie and Zoltan Gera. 

But a late surge of pressure sucked them 
all forward at a corner and a hesitation by 
Liam Ridgewell gifted possession from 
which City broke away to score their winner. 
No amount of rationale - Dzeko alone cost 
more than Albion’s starting XI - could ease 
the hurt. That will be Clarke’s task now.
